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REPORT OF THE 


Superintending School Committee. 


In presenting the Annual Report of our schools to our 
fellow citizens, it shall be our principal object to be as brief 
as possible. We are glad to come to them with a report 
both truthful and favorable. No school during the past 
year has been a failure, nor, we think, come very short of 
accomplishing, under the circumstances, all that reasonably 
could be expected. Teachers very generally co-operating 
with your Committee, and cheerfully complying with such 
suggestions as he has thought fit to make, have devoted them- 
selves to their work with an energy and faithfulness traly 
commendable, and produced, as a whole, results highly 
satisfactory. We gladly take this opportunity to express 
to them our sincere thanks for the courtesy and kindness 
which they have almost invariably bestowed upon us Fol- 
lowing are a few statistics of all our schools which may be 
examined with interest and profit. 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 


Summer Term.—Length 8 weeks; whole number of 
scholars 25 ; average attendance 21 ; instances of tardiness 
8; of dismissal 6 ; number of pupils not absent one-half 
day 3. Taught with good suceess by Mary A. Ricker. 

Winter Teru.—Length 9 weeks ; whole number of schoi- 
ars 27 ; average attendance 22 ; instances of tardiness 61 ; 
of dismissal 12 ; number of pupils not absent one-half day 
3. Taught by Charles W.Sanborn. This was the teacher’s 
first experience, but by his scholarship, faithfulness, energy 
and tact, he accomplished more than is often done by teach- 
ers of much riper years and experience. We were pained 
to see so many absentees near the close of the term. We 
fear, too, this district has an unusual percentage of those 
‘disposed rather ever to find fault and throw things in the 
way of the teacher’s progress, than by all possible and rea- 
sonable means to assist him. 

DISTRICT NO. 2. 

‘Summer Teru.—Length 12 weeks ; whole number of schol- 
ars 37 ; average attendanee 27 ; instances of tardiness 61 ; 
of dismissal 54 ; number of pupils not absent one-half day 
1. Taught by Lucie Cook. We found this school at the 
middle and close of the term, much improved in appear- 
ances upon what it was at the commencement. Had there 
been, however, a more cordial co-operation between teacher 
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and Committee, this school might have been far more prof- 
itable than it was. 

Winter Teru.—Length 8 weeks; whole number of schol- 
ars 36 ; average attendance 33 21-40 ; instances of tardi- 
ness and dismissal not reported in register ; number of 
pupils not absent one-half day 15. Taught by Edward P. 
Hodsdon. Order was restored in Warsaw, and the result 
of this chool was entirely satisfactory to the Committee. 


DISTRICT NO 3. 


There was but one term here. Length 10 weeks ; whole 
number of scholars 16 ; average attendance 13 ; instances 
of tardiness 39 ; of dismissal 8. Taught by Ellen S. Cook. 
By some mistake we saw this school but once. We have 
no doubt it was wellmanaged. We hope the parents, how- 
ever, will be more punctual in having their children at 
school in season in future, and, governed by their better 
judgment, will furnish ere another term, seats and door 
latches for their otherwise comfortable house. 


DISTRICT NO 4. 


Summer Tera.—Length 7 weeks ; whole number of schol- 
ars Il : average attendance 10 ; instances of of tardiness 
36 ; of dismissal 80 ; number of pupils not absent one-half 
day 3. Taught by Pamelia A. Mullen. 

Winter Term —Length 8 weeks ; whole number of schol- 
ars 16 ; average attendance 11 3-4 ; instances of tardiness 
45 ; of dismissal 4. Taught by Lizzie C. Farnham. Not 
being notified of the close of these terms we saw the schools 
but once. They then appeared well, and the parents, not al- 
ways a sure criterion of a good school, were well satisfied 
with the results. We think the town has already expend- 
ed money enough in publishing glowing descriptions of 
such miserable shanties as they have in this and districts: 
Nos. 5,7 and 10, for school houses, 


DISTRICT NO. 5. 


Summer Ters.—Length 6 weeks ; whole number of schol- 
ars 32; average attendance 29 ; instances of tardiness [6 ; 
of dismissal 16 ; number of pupils not absent one-half day 


Winrer Term. —Length 7 weeks ; whole number of schol- 
ars 27; average attendance 24; instances of tardiness 133 ; 
of dismissal 13; number of pupils not absent one-half day 
. 5. Both terms were taught by Emma E. Farnham. The 
general improvement in these schools was quite good ; but 
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better attention on the part of some of the scholars, and 
more thoroughness, energy and strict discipline on the 
part of the teacher, would have produced better results. 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 


Summer Term.—Length 7 weeks ; whole number ofschol-. 
ars 15 ; average attendance 11 ; instances of tardiness and 
dismissal 10 ; number of pupils not absent one-half day 7. 
Taught by Charlotte M. Wentworth. It was the teacher’s 
first experience and she labored under the disadvantage of 
teaching in her own district, contrary to the wishes of sev- 
eral of its citizens. She did all in her power for her pupils 
and received better results than was auticipated. 

Winter Term.—Length 6 1-2 weeks ; whole number of 
scholars 33 ; average attendance 28 ; instances of tardi- 
ness 5 ; of dismissal 8 ; number of pupils not absent one- 
half day 4. Taught by Jane Cook. This school was 
fortunate in having one of our best teachers, and made good 
improvement. 


DISTRICT NO. 7. 


Summer Teru.—Length 6 weeks ; whole number of schol- 
ars 22; average attendance 19 1-2; instances of tardiness 
14; of dismissal 7 : number of pupils not absent one-half 
day 10, Taught by Angie P. Smith. 

Winter Term.—Length 3 1-2 weeks ; whole number of 
scholare 26 ; average attendance 24; instances of tardi- 
ness 14 ; of dismissal 4 ; number of pupils not absent one- 
half day 9. Taught by Martha A. Smith. These schools 
were well taught, and made all the advance one could ex- 
pect of schools of their length. 


DISTRICT NO. 8. 


Summer Term.—Length 6 weeks ; whole number of schol- 
ars 18 ; average attendance 16 3-32; instances of tardiness 
24 ; of dismissal 7 ; number of pupils not absent one-half 
day 9. 

Wintsr Trru.—Length 5 1-2 weeks ; whole number of 
scholars 18 ; average attendance 16 13-31 ; instances of 
tardiness 1& ; of dismissal none ; numberof pupils not ab- 
sent one-half day 7. Both terms taught by Annah S. Rand. 
Miss Rand has all. the elements for a successful teacher. 
The first term here was a complete success. The teacher 
shall make her own comment on the second term. ‘‘The 
winter school did not seem quite so successful to me as the 
summer school. The scholars were the same with a few 
exceptions, but it was harder to govern.” “be, 
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DISTRICT NO. 9. 


Sommer Trru.-—Length 10 weeks; whole number of schol- 
ars 69 ; average attendance 43 2-5 ; instances of tardiness 
274 ; of dismissal 151 ; number of pupils not absent one- 
half day 2. Taught by Abbie A. Wadleigh. This school 
was too large for one teacher to manage. But the teacher, 
all things considered, is deserving of great credit for the 
success attained. The parents here are faulty in not hav- 
ing their children at school in season. We guess Miss: 
Wadleigh is not entitled to our thanks for not completing: 
her register. 

Winter Treru.-—Length 6 weeks; whcle number of schol- 
ars 69 ; average attendance 55 13-30; instances of tardi- 
ness 97; of dismissal 63; number of pupils not absent one- 
half day 14. Taught by Edward P. Junkins. The term 
for so large a number of scholars was avery short ong. 
But the school was well instructed, only we should prefer 
‘‘a little more grape.’”? We congratulate this district that 
their school money has, during the past year, been so well. 
expended, and that their school is raised to a rank not in- 
ferior to any in town 


DISTRICT NO. 10. 

Summer Teru.—Length 7 weeks ; whole number of schol- 
ars 12; average attendance 11 1-7; number of instanées of 
tardiness and dismissal are not reported ; number of pupils 
not absent one half day 8 Taught by Lucie A. Jenness, 
with fair success. 

Winter Term.—Length 6 1-2 wecks; whole number of 

scholars 16; average attendance 14 ; instances of tardiness 
10 ; of dismissal 6 ; number of pupils not absent one half 
day 8. Taught with complete success by Susie Campernell. 


DISTRICT NO. 11. 

But oneterm. Length 15 weeks ; whole number of schol-~ 
ars 17; average attendance 15; instances of tardiness 12 ; 
of dismissal 2; number of pupils not absent one half day 2. 
Taught by Mary A. Dunnells. This little school, for want 
of a school house, kept in a cooper’s shop, with rickety 
portable seats and desks, from the continued instruction of 
a faithful and able teacher, bids fair to rank among the first 
in town. We were ple: ased with its appearance at both of 
our visits, and wish it great success in climbing the hill of 
science under so many disadvantages. 


From the above data it will be seen that all our schools. 
are very much shorter than usual, For this there are two 
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causes. The one is the diminuation of our Literary Fund, 
in consequence of the extensive change in our Banking sys- 
tem ; the other is the depreciation of the value of the cur- 
rency, making the expense of the schools nominally greater. 
Present circumstances continuing to exist, our schools must 
necessarily continue to be thus short, unless there is some 
change made by legislation, so that the per cent of our 
school tax shall be greater, or towns vote to raise an addi- 
tional sum for educational purposes. Will not our town, if 
not compelled by law to raise an additional sum, voluntarily 
doit? Can we in addition to what is now expended, ex- 
pend five hundred dollars to better advantage? And will 
not we, who are parents, be willing to forego some unnec- 
essary, perhaps injurious luxuries, for the purpose of add- 
ing this sum, which is absolutely needed, to the present 
amount of school money? and thus make our schools worth 
double what they nowcan be? Some, however, examining 
the figures, and seeing the large fraction of the money that 
is now expended, that is lost, from partial and non-attend- 
ance at school, may demand that the present means be made 
wholly available, ere additional sums are granted. We 
well know, that any thing truly valuable is apprised all the 
more from its scarcity. But there may be so little of a good 
thing, as to be comparatively worthless, even if obtained. 
And aterm of school, cut down to four or six weeks, can 
but be, at the most of minor importance, even if all who 
ought and could should avail themselves of its advantages. 

But the history of the world shows, we think, that there 
ever was, and probably always will be a class who, will 
neglect their “highest good.” Indeed very few, compara- 
tively, have constituted the true ‘‘light of the world,”’ while 
the vast majority of those who are benefitted by it, above 
all comprehension, either turn to it the cold shoulder, or 
neglect it altogether. Many will neglect the means of 
acquiring an education, be they small or abundant. Butto 
those who will avail themselves of it, we would make the 
means as liberal as possible. 

And now, just at the close of the mightiest contest in 
arms, the world has ever seen, a contest to be followed soon, 
doubtless, by a still mightier, still more momentous contest 
of ideas, and when the land of the Puritans, is in the future 
as in the past, to be the great central light—a light spring- 
ing up mainly from the little school houses scattered among 
our rugged hills and over our sterile plains—whence shall 
radiate correct ideas of the relation of man to his fellow- 
man, to his government and his God, as New England is in 
the future as in the past, to be the chief nursery of the sci- 
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entific and the mechanic arts, how should her common 
schools, their parent, be cared for! We would then, while 
we cheerfully and gladly acknowledge the great advance of 
the present upon their former condition, still continue to 
cherish and improve them as one of the chief pillars of our 
greatest good. And if this work in our town were entirely 
left to us, if our ideas in regard to it were to be fully 
carried out, we would first go over our goodly town 
and commit to the flames, or sell to the highest bid- 
der some three or four of what now pass for school 
houses, and replace them with suitable edifices ; we 
would, in one or two instances, make one district out of 
_ two ; we would nearly double our present amount of school 
money ; we would lay by as something to be looked af 
merely, quite a fraction of our school books, and so replace 
them as to have some uniformity in studies and classes. 
This done, we would burn every prospectus sent us for a 
new book, or shake the head to every agent visiting us for 
the same, for at least five years. We would have a man of 
large and successful RA fair in teaching, of thorough 
scholarship, of commanding influence, of integrity, energy 
’ and good common sense, have the superintendency of our 
schools, We claim none of these qualities. We would have 
the best man in the district for the purpose, one who would 
be likely to have the greatest interest in the school, chosen 
agent, and we would have the teacher selected by him in 
conjunction with the Superintending Committee, and not 
have him, as is now sometimes done, selected by ‘the teach- 
er, because he is father, uncle, cousin-or lover ; we would . 
have a teacher, if possible, thoroughly qualified for his busi- 
ness, and should not ask whether he was trained in a nor- 
mai school or county courting school, alias Teacher’s In- 
stitute. With two such persons, and we should not care 
if both were often of the male gender, we would ask for no 
further assistance from his ‘‘most superficial highness,’’ 
County School Commissioner. But we would ask the in- 
dispensible aid of parents by allowing the teacher to gov- 
ern and instruct the school in every “particular as should 
seem to him best, by throwing around him their sympathy 
and support, by frequently visiting the school, by giving 
the encouraging word, by having their children punctual ~ 
in attendance, and not permitting them to be abseat or tar- 
dy unless absolutely necessary. With such co-operation 
success would be the rule, failure the rare exception.
